$ 2,658,946 less than asked by Go v . Frank J. Lausche. The bill ap­ 
pro priates mo ney to ru n the state go v ernment fo r two years start­ 
ing Ju ly 1. It no w go es to the senate. 
Sen. Clingan Jackso n (D-Maho ning), finance co mmittee chair­ 
man, said hearings will start Mo nday. He disco unted repo rts that 
administratio n suppo rters may try to “railro ad” the measure to malte 
up lo st time. The prev io us General Assembly held its last wo rk­ 
ing sessio n two years ago Tuesday. End o f the present sessio n still 
isn’t in sight. 
Two ho urs o f debate in mug­ 
gy summer heat preceded the 
ho use v o te. It fo llo wed ho ur- 
and-a-half caucuses by bo th Dem­ 
o crats and Republicans. 
The majo r 
battle 
dev elo ped 
o v er a Republican sho t at a 6 
percent cut in mo st 
appro pria­ 
tio ns. Amo ng tho se spared wo uld 
be grants fo r scho o ls, lo cal go v ­ 
ernments, o ld age pensio ns, o ffi­ 
cials’ salaries 
and 
items fixed 
by law. 
Draws GOP Suppo rt 
The amendment by Rep. Virgil 
Perrill (R-Fayette) drew suppo rt 
o f all Republicans except Rep. 
Guy C. Hiner o f Canto n. It was 
killed by tabling. The v o te was 
65-61. The majo rity o f tho se 
v o ting prev ails o n such mo tio ns.

—is needed to pass the bills in 
the ho use.

Whose Pulse? 
A brief item of information from Washington 
» ay s that congressmen who have been back home 
to feel the pulse of the voters are convinced that 
politics "is still moving to the left.’* Therefore, 
the congressmen will move to the left for the sake 
of votes. 
“ The left” means, of course, in the direction of 
more federal spending and more federal control. 
That, according to the item from Washington, is 
where the votes are. 
And politicians will 
go 
where the votes are, all things being equal. That’s 
what spend-and-spend-and-elect-and-elect means. 
In 
blunter 
terms, 
it . means 
politicians 
will 
bankrupt the republic to get themselves elected, 
if that’s what it takes. This very danger was de­ 
scribed generations ago when the idea of represen­ 
tative democracy was new. Skeptics warned that 
the citizens of a democracy wouldn't be able to re­ 
sist the impulse to raid their own treasury . 
But optimists argued that universal education 
would overcome greed, avarice and ignorance. And 
to that end, popular education has been supported 
generously ; it was representative democracy ’s best 
security . Yet, in 19 40, congressmen are reported 
to be preparing for still further ex cursions into 
state socialism because that's what the majority of 
the people want. 
Obviously , someone is ly ing when such a state­ 
ment is made. 
The pulse of public opinion isn’t beating for 
bankruptcy . 
It isn't beating for state socialism. 
It isn’t beating for still higher tax es, or deficit 
financing, or bigger and better 
jobholders in 
Washington to tell people what to do. 
Public opinion isn’t in favor of ly nching liberty 
in the United States with the rope that "leftists” 
have been getting from their political sponsors. 
Whose pulse do the politicians feel when they 
decide the United States wants more state social­ 
ism? 
The answer is obvious. 
The politicians feel their own pulse. 
And it 
beets the same message to their eager ears that it 
has been beating for almost 175 y ears: *pend-and 
spend-and-elect-and-elect. 
That wasn’t original 
with the new dealers. All they did was to reduce 
a rule of thumb to an ex act formula for modern 
politics. They can tell almost to a million dollars 
how much it will take to keep voters from won­ 
dering who will pay the piper when the party ’s 
over. 
To be sure, there are people whose pulses are 
hammering for state socialism and political dicta­ 
torship. But they have nothing to do with public 
opinion, and most politicians wouldn’t touch them 
with a 10-foot pole. 
Yet, the same politicians 
would grind an ax for them in order to win an 
election—and have been grinding it without any 
interruption since the early thirties.

Two thousand inches of rain 
would make a lot of crojAs grow 
— and already has — because 
that’s approximately how much 
has been 
measured by L. H. 
Copeland of Millport, a retired 
farmer, in his career as a U. S. 
w eather observer. 
Contrary 
to 
popular 
belief, 
Copeland makes no weather pre­ 
dictions 
for 
the 
Columbiana 
county farming area. He merely 
supplies the statistics on which 
weather forecasts are based. 
As a result of this mistaken 
impression, he receives numerous 
phone calls day and night asking 
for advice. 
“I get quite a kick out of my 
job," he explained. ‘‘Pilots are 
often calling up to inquire how 
the fly ing weather is to such and 
such a place. They sound a bit 
disappointed when they learn I 
haven’t a big weather tower.” 
Started By Father 
His father, George F. Cope­ 
land, started the weather station 
in 1892, but his failing ey esight 


soon made it necessary for the 
son to take over. 
L. H. and his family have con­ 
tinued the tradition ever since. 
Each evening at sundown, rain 
or shine, summer or winter, he 
pay s a visit to his tiny weather 
house in the backy ard to observe 
the antics of natiihe. During his 
infrequent visits away from home, 
another member of his family 
fills in the necessary statistics. 
That’s something y ou learn irt 
the Copeland family 
about 
as 
soon as y ou learn to read and 
write. 
The instruments at hand, kept 
in working order by the govern­ 
ment, include an automatic eight- 
inch rain gauge, minimum and 
maximum themometers for re­ 
cording tren ds in heat and cold, 
and a hy drothemograph for hu­ 
midity readings. 
These are located in probably 
the coolest spot on Copeland's 
Cry stal Springs farm. They record 
the absolute tem perature of the 
shade and do not get any of the 
sun s direct ray s.

the shade of several large trees 
and the double-insolated 
roof 
prevents the sun from affecting 
the readings. Shutter-like slats 
around the sides permit the air 
to 
circulate 
freely , 
Copeland 
points out. Elevation of the sta­ 
tion is 1,145 feet above sea level. 
Until his wind 
vane broke 
down about six y ears ago, he also 
measured wind velocity and re­ 
corded its direction. 
Every week, Copeland sends a 
written report of his findings to 
the Columbus, Parkersburg, W. 
Va., and Chicago weather stations. 
For notify ing the New Phila­ 
delphia station every time the 
rainfall is heavier than an inch, 
he receives the slight compensa­ 
tion of 50 cepts for each call. 
Otherwise, his job is strictly that 
of a volunteer. 
Copeland, 73, and spry , is one 
of 90-odd such observers scatter­ 
ed throughout the state. 
After 57 y ears on th# job, he 
finds himself thinking in terms 
of weather. 
48.7 Degrees Average 
“It pretty 
much the 
same, 
y ear after y ear, though,” he ex­ 
plained. “For 57 y ears, the tem ­ 
peratures have averaged 48.7 de­ 
grees annually , never vary ing 
more than two degrees either 
way .” 
“This has been a freakish y ear, 
however,” he reminded. “Every 
month so far, except April, has 
been above normal in tem pera­ 
tures.” 
Take it from Observer Cope­ 
land, Columbiana county is “as 
good climatically as any place in 
the state.” 
It takes about three inches of 
rainfall a month for good crops, 
he pointed out. The wettest y ear 
he ever has recorded was 1898 
with 51.10 inches. The driest was 
1907 with 27.58. Heaviest 24- 
hour rainfall was the 3.50 inches 
that fell on Labor day in 1912.* 
The average annual snowfall 
in this vicinity is 36 inches, ac­ 
cording to Copeland, and the av­ 
erage number of growing day s is 
145. 
Jan uary is usually the coldest 
month 
of the y ear—28 
below 
zero was recorded on Jan. 13, 
1912. July is the warmest and 
wettest — alfthough 103 degrees 
was recorded on Aug. 6 and 7, 
1918—and February the driest 
month. 
“Every body talks about the 
weather,” Copeland quipped, “but 
I’m the only one who does any ­ 
thing about it.”
